Mr. Oliver. Britain has been made 
a laughing stock because of her len- 
iency; becawse she has taken the sworn 
word of men who do not honor their 
oath; men who have given up their 
arms, and after having been sent 
through the British lines to their 
farms and homes ac peaceable citizens, 
have taken the first opportunity to 
sheot British soldiers in ithe back. I 
say, Sir, that it is ill-judged to address 
requests tor clemency to a nation 
which has _ gone beyond. the 
limits of reason. in extending 
clemency to her enemies in this 
war, I have no _ hesitation in 
saying o2 my responsibility—which is 
equal to that of other hon. members— 
I say on my responsibility as a member 
of this House, that what is needed in 
the present case is not more but less 
clemency, so that it shall he under- 
stood by the world that it does not 
pay to be treasonable and disloyal; that 
it does not pay to burn and destroy 
property of the Joyal subjects of this 
empire. I am glad to know that merei- 
ful feelings prevail in the minds of so 
many hoa. members. So am I mer-i- 
ful, but my merciful feelings are to 
wards those who are loyal to the em- 
pire, and aot to its disloyal enemies. 
Let me ask; Who has suffered more 
in this war—the British or the Boers? 
it may not be to our credit; unfortun- 
ately it is not to qur credit; but it is 
a fact that the British peaple have suf- 
fered more in blood and money than | 
have the Boers up to this time, andj T 
say, Sir, that in mercy to ourselves 
we demand that such means be taken 
as shall bring this war to an end. But 
it will never be brought to an end so 
long als our cpponents—believing them 
to be brave and self-respecting men 
—are allowed to remain under the im- 
pression that they can stay in the field 
and carry a gun with impunity. If the 
Boers are what they are; then there 
is only one way to secure peace and 
that is by fighting this war to a finish. 
There is only one way to secure safety 
to the British empire in South Africa: 
there is only one way to secure safety 
for the loyal people of South Africa, be 
they Britain, or Boer, or black, and 
that is by fighting this war to a fin- 
ish; and letting it be known from sea 
to sea in South Africa,. that it does! not 
pay to be treasovable ard disloyal; that 
it does not pay to organize treason and 
sedition year after year; that it does 
not pay to pillage your loyal neighbors 
and then give up your gun and go 
home pretending to be a peaceable Citi- 
zen. Jet it be understood that that 
game is not a good one; let it be un- 
derstood that jit does not pay to do 
that kind of business, and when that 
is undetstood, then a long step has 
been taken towardis peace in South Af- 
rica. 

From the beginning of this war to 
the end, whenever Britain showed the 
slightest inclination to slacken the iron 
hand, what was the result? Was _ it 
praise for the clemency of Britain? 
Was not the declaration heralded from 
every capital in Europe, and from city 
to city in the United States—I do not 
know but that it was whispered from 
house to house in some localities even 
in Canada—that Britain wes getting 
week; that it was fear or inability to 
cope with the conditiqns that led to 
that clemency? In every cise Brit- 
ain’s clemency was a mistake. It en- 
couraged the continuance of the war; 
and, within the past week or two, be- 
cause the Cape rebei Kritzinger was 
not put to death, as he richly deserved, 
it was heralded throughout the world 
that Britain was afraid to execute the 
death penoity upon him. Under these 
circumstances, I say that if these hon. 
members who moved and seconded thi 
resolut‘on are loyal to the empire—ii 
they are--—

The People of the Empire 

A London paper states that it is 
proposed that a great colonial demon- 
stration should be held in London in 
connection with the coronation. Its 
object would be to present an address 
to the King, and generally to manifest 
the loyaliy and patriotism of Greater 
Britain. The idea haS arisen in the 
most influential colonial official circles, 
and there can be little doubt that it 
will become a fact. [he suggestion is 
that the visiting statesmen and peo- 
ple of the colonies should hold a great 
gathering in Albert Hall.; The feature 
of this would be the presence of the 
King, the Queen, and the other mem- 
bers of he Royal Family; in fine, it 
would be a splendid colenial “durbar,” 
if the tecm may be used, in the very 
heart of the empire. In some ways 
the event would ‘ve like the demons- 
tration which took place at the Albert 
Hall in 1886, after Queen Victoria had 
opened the Colonial and Indian exhibi- 
tion. The representatives of the col- 
onies then paid her homage in an 
address which the Prince of Wales, 
now King Edward, presented in their 
name. Her Majesty sat on an historic 
Indian chair, which Lord Gough cap- 
tured from Runjeet Singh, when he 
overthrew the power of the Sikh ruler. 
An ode specially written by JTenny- 
s0n was sung to musit composed by 
Sir Arthur Sullivan. This ode closed 
with the lines, now. so familiar; 
One life, one ria, one fleet, one Throne!

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§Coald Storage as an Investment. 

While primarily we do not live to 
eat, we must cat to live; and a-coun- 
try gains its highest dignity in produc- 
tion where it can not only feed its own 
population, but export aii its surplus 
produce, at reasonably remunerative 
prices, to feed other nations. This is 
the justifiably proud position of Can- 
ada to-day. Less than a decade ago 
the province of Nova Scotia paid an- 
nually $100,000 to Ontario for butter 
and cheese; to-day Nova Scotia does not 
import any cheese, and only a small 
Gguantity of butter, during the winter 
when the dairies are not working up 
to their full capacity. The dairymen 
of the Maritime Provinces are not ouly 
supplying their own markets, but are 
taking a share in the great foreign 
markets, as Ontario and Quebec have 
long been doing. The latest report cf 
the Honorable the Minister of Agricul- 
ture of the Dominion, demonstrates 
that during the past six years Canada 
has exported $332,036,319 worth of 
such farm produce 2s wheat, flour, 
oats. oatmeal, pease, cattle, cheese, 
butter, pork, bacon, hams and eggs. 
We give the vaiue of each product in

Farmers in tius Dominion have now 
the flowing tide of international pras- 
perity with them, and even the South 
African war, by its constant demands 
for food. and forage, has contributed 
to our commercial expansion, for up 
to the middle of this month, the Im- 
perial war office has expended on, this 
account over seven millions of dollars 
through our department of agricul? 
ture; and this 1s exclusive of horses 
which have been bought direct by an 
Imperial officer, and does rot include 
wagons or saddlery. 

Improved cold storage on ocean lin- 
ers has increased the export of butter 
from the port of Montreal alone dur- 
ing the past three years, by upwards 
of ome hundred per cent in quantity, 
with an increase in profit owing to the 
superiority of the quality of the pro- 
duct now landed in Britain, as compar- 
ed with that under the older and less 
perfect cold storage system. 

Too much emphasis cannot be laid 
upon the necessity for owners of 
creameries to provide gold storage ac- 
commodation at them, to protect the 
butter in cold storage from. the day 
after it is made; and the Honorable 
the Minister of Agriculture has induc- 
ed the government to grant a bonus 
of $50 per creamery for every cream- 
ery at which the owner will provide 
and keep in use a refrigerator room 
according to pians and regulations 
which wili be forwarded on application 
to this department. This system of 
bonusi og, commenced in 1897, has been 
tiken advantage of by the owners of 
about 500 creameries; and, to the own- 
ers or lessees of creameries who have 
not hitherto obtained the bonus of 
that amount per creamezy, if and when 
its owner provides and keeps in use a 
reirigerator room according to the 
plans and regulations during the cur- 
rent year, and the further bonuses of 
$25 each for 1903, and 1904, if and 
when the refrigerator room has been 
kept in use according to the regula- 
tions during these two seasons. Thus 
the) owner of a creamery who provides 
the necessary refrigerator room and 
keeps it in use during the three years 
may receive altogether a bonus of $100. 

The cold storage system devised and 
directed by the Dominion depariment 
of agriculture has done much to ex- 
pand Canadian commerce in food pro- 
ducts. It has taken into account the 
various interesis of the producers, the 
collecting buyers, the carriers or trans- 
portation companies. the distributing 
merchants, and the consumers. By 
preventing losses by deterioration in 
quality, it has increased the profits af 
the dealers and augmented the wealth 
of the country. The Dominion govern- 
ment led the way to all this; cold stor- 
age in every phase has been tried and 
found effective; but as at first the vol- 
ume of trade might not have been suf- 
ficient to induce business men to put 
up cold storage warehouses for the ac- 
commodation of products intended for 
yxport, a grant wa's offered to those 
rho would provide cold storage build- 
ngs at central points such grant be- 
ing in the nature of a guarantee that 
the earnings from the cold storage 
business at these points would yield 
at least five per cent on the cost of 
buildings and plant. Obviously, the 
rates io be charged were to be satis- 
factory to the department of agricul- 
cure, and the grants from the govern- 
ment were not to be called upon ex- 
tept to make up any deficiency be- 
tween the net earnings and the sum 
pf 5 per cent on the cost as mentioned 
Advantage was taken of this offer at 
Quebec only. That capital put ‘into 
cold storage warehouses will prove 4 
sound remunerative financial invyest- 
ment, is not now open to doubt, for 
this system has passed the experimen- 
tal stage, and without the realm of 
probable failure. Tn Great Britain, 
private enterprise has not been want- 
ing im providing cold storage ware- 
houses for at least the last ten years, 
and substantial dividends have been 
declared upon working results. Herein

Example of New Zealand 
Ottawa, April 22.—_It seems that 
it was the generous offer of New 
Zealand to furnish another 
gent for service in South 
which led to the Imperial authori- 
ties asking for -additional men from 
Canada. Mr. Chamberlain’s message 
to the governor-general was sent 
on March 18, and was as follows; 
“The patriotic action of New Zea- 
land in offering a tenth contingent 
of 1,000 men has strengthened _the 
hand of His Majesty’s government 
in their efforts to bring the war to 
an early conclusion. The contin- 
gent has been gratefully accepted 
and large reinforcements are being 
sent from here. : \ 
“His Majesty’s government do not 
wish to press for further offers, but 
if your government should wish to 
follow the example of New Zealand 
we should gladly accept reinforce- 
ments of two thousand men on the 
same terms and conditions as_ the 
last. The contingent, if offered, 
sould consist of unmarried men.” 
The reply of the Canadian govern- 
ment was sent after a week of 
consideration. In it Lord Minto 
aid; “Referring to your telegram 
of March 18, my government are of 
the opinion that, if so desired by 
your Majesty’s. government, 2,000 
troops can be raised in Canada on 
same terms and conditions as the 
colonial corps which sailed om Janu- 
ary last, and the deputy minister of 
militia will undertake to carry out 
the work as in the case of that co- 


lonial corps.”

Spion Kop Despatches Published. 

London, April 17.—All the official 
despatches referring to the defeat 
sustained by the British troops under 
General Buller at Spion Kop, Natal, 
January 24, 1900, were given out this 
morning. ‘those hitherto unpublish- 
ed merely emphasize how hopelessiy 
muddled were the preparations for 
that engagement. 2 

Lord Roberts declares that Gen. 
Buller’s endeavor to put the responsi- 
bility for the defeat on Gen. Warren 
was not justifiable. Roberts holds 
that it was Puller’s duty to intervene 
when he saw things were going wrong. 
This remark was caused by a des- 
patch from Buller, in which he says; 
“T saw no attempt on the part of 
Warren to either grapple with the 
situation or command his force him- 
belf. jWe lost our chance by War- 
ren’s slowness. He seems to me to 
be a man who can de well what he 
can do himself; but, who cannot com- 
mand. I can never employ him again 
on an independent command. I ought 
to have assumed command myself 
when I saw things were not going 
well, and I blame myself now for not 
doing so.” : 

Buller explains that he failed to 
supersede Warren because it might 
have discredited the latter with the 
troops, which was an especially seri- 
ous matter, as if Puller had been 
shot Warren would have succeeded to 
the supreme command, 

The maze of despatches with which 
the retreat from Spion Kap is shroud- 
ed, proves that a mistake was made 
in sending out a heliogram and that 
there was a genergl desire to shirk the 
onus.

The Wheat and Flour Tax. 


Mr. Robert Meighen, president of 
the Lake of the Woods Milling Com- 
pany, speaking of the present budget, 
said; “I hold the placing by Great 
Britain of a duty on wheat and flour 
is a policy which is in the interests 
of the British people, and should have 
been adopted years ago, as the near 
future will demonstrate the fact that 
the producer will pay the duty, not 
the consumer. I think the mistake 
they have made is that they did not 
make the duty higher, and extend it 
to importation of other foodstuffs. 
However, this war duty is decidedly 
agaimst Canadian interests, as ‘the 
British millers will have the protec- 
tion of four cents per 112 pounds on 
flour. This is equivalent to eight 
cents a barrel. It is well anderstood 
ge2in is freighted by rail and steam- 
ship cheaper than flour, and, there- 
fore, the tax is decidedly against the 
milling industry of Canada. I am of 
the opinion the Canadian people 
should have taken up the question of 
preferential trade and defence of the 
empire, and impressed upon the Im- 
perial authorities the necessity in the 
interests of the empire of giving the 
colonies a preference. The parliament 
of Canada apparently ignored the 
resolutions of the boards of trade 
throughout Canada on preferential 
trade, one of the most important 
questions the people of this Domin- 
ion have had to deal with in the past 
twenty years.”

Teach the Boys How to Shoot 


Commons to-day Col. Hughes moved; 
“That, in the opinion of this House, 
the best interests of the country de- 
mand that the youth of Canada should 
ais soon as possible be afforded oppor- 
tunity of practising target shooting; 
and to that end it wouid be advisable 
to supply each school district or simi- 
lar locality with rifles, and the new 
safety practice ammunition for use on 
the Peters or similar inexpensive safe 
target, where a?l citizens from the age 
of fourteen upwards should be afforded 
opportunity of practice.” 

In presenting his mction, he said 
that one of the greatest dangers in © 
constitutionally-governed country was 
the creation of a standing. army. By 
the development of a proper military 
force in Canada the danger of a stand- 
ing army would be entirely removed. 
His suggestion, therefore, was that the 
youth of the country should be trained 
in rifle shootinig and instructed in drill 
‘movements. He suggested the adop- 
tion of an inexpensive system of tar- 
getis, and the use of a cheap form of 
ammunition. 

Col, Hughes said that Canada could 
produce a million shooting men, and 
the experience of the Boer war showed 
that with such a force the country 
would be impregnable against invasion, 
no matter how, powerful the invading 
army might be. 

The Minister of Militia said that he 
agreed with Col. Hughes’ observations. 
Switzerland, with its 250,000 effective 
militia, was an excellent object lesson 
in that respect, It would not do, how- 
ever, to pass the resolution, because its 
recommendations came within purview 
of the provincial legislature as a mat- 
ter of education. The proper way would 
be to correspond with the governments 
of the respective provinces, and this 
be had in contemplation. 

Mr. Ingram, asked if it were so that 
the militia department could issue free 
ammunition to rifle clubs, but not to 
cadet corps, 

Dr. Borden said this was the case. 
The government had no power tc in- 
clude in the militia persons under 18 
years of age, but the act would be 
amended in that respect next year.
